1 . Novelty (Article 33(2) PCT) 

1.1 The present application discloses a process for the preparation of transplant 
acceptance inducing cells (TAIC) of monocytic origin by cultivating the blood- 
derived monocytes in the presence of M-CSF and y-IFN. It further relates to the 
resulting TAIC and their therapeutic applications. It also relates to a process of 
generating CD4+CD25+ regulatory T-lymphocytes by co-cultivation of T- 
lymphocytes with said TAIC. It finally relates to a hybridoma cell line and the 
antibodies produced thereby, which are specific for said TAIC. 

1 .2 The documents mentioned in this communication are numbered as in the 
International Search Report (ISR), i.e. D1 corresponds to the first document of the 
ISR etc. In addition, the additional document D9: WO 00/42856 (by The Schepens 
Eye Research Institute) is cited, a copy of which is enclosed.
